Once  again  the  Christmas  sea¬ 
son  lias  arrived  and  once  again 
time-honored  traditions  that  have 
come  to  mean  so  much  to  faculty 
and  .students  at  this  College  will  be 
observed. 

For  many  years  a  symbol  of 
‘•Christmas  on  the  hill,"  the  giant 
pine  tree  at  the  entrance  of  the 
campus  stands  guyly  decorated 
with  colored  lights,  and  'topped,  of 
course,  vftli  Its  brightly  lighted 
star. 

Hall  Windows  Are  Decorated 
Another  featured  part  of  the 
holiday  decorations  on  the  campus 
is  Residence  Hall.  Each  year  the 
giris  decorate  the  evergreen  in 
trout  of  the  main  door.  Windows 
of  the  dorm  receive  individual  at¬ 
tention  and  are  decorated  with 
small  trees,  wreaths,  Christmas 
scenes  and  other  seasonal  varia¬ 
tions. 

Inside  the  dormitrory,  holly, 
mistletoe,  and  evergreen  are  used. 
In  the  huge  fireplace  the  'tradi¬ 
tional  yule  log  waits,  and  of  course, 
another  tree  stands  surrounded  by 
mysterious  packages. 

Began  in  1933

then  dean  of  women  at  the  College.

Leland  Hofer  Completes 
Photo-Electric  Tests 


Leland  Hofer,  a  senior  majoring 
in  physics,  recently  completed  the 
construction  of  apparatus  used  to 
transmit  sound  over  a  beam  of 
light.  The  device  was  made  in  the 
shop  of  the  physics  department, 
by  using  war  surplus  materials.  It  is 
used  to  demonstrate  the  photo¬ 
electric  cell,  or  "electric  eye." 

Work  on  toe  project  was  begun 
last  summer  when  Mr.  M.  D.  Long, 
physical  science  instructor,  stated 
■that  he  would  like  to  have  a  devise 
to  demonstrate  the  photo-electric 
cell  used  in  sound  motion  picture 
projectors.  Some  preliminary  ex¬ 
periments  witli  a  cell  removed  from 
a  war  surplus  gunnery  trainer 
gave  promising  results,  and  parts 
of  Navy  sonar  equipment  provided 
a  plentiful  supply  of  tubes  and  oth¬ 
er  parts.  A  phonograph  motor  and 
arm  were  salvaged  from  the  junk 
pile. 

Several  systems  were  tried  but 
tlie  one  finally  used  works  as  fol¬ 
lows:  music'  from  a  record  is  con¬ 
verted  to  electrical  impulse  by  the 
phonograph.  These  impulses  are 
amplified  by  a  series  of  radio  tubes 
and  are  then  used  to  flicker  the 
light  from  an  ordinary  flashlight 
which  has  been  modified  to  fit  the 
apparatus. 

The  light  beam  is  directed  to 
w'ard  toe  electric  eye,  which  chang¬ 
es  the  flickering  light  back  to  a 
pulsating  electric  current.  The  cur¬ 
rent  passes  .through  a  radio  tube 
and  'Is  fed  into  a  standard  ampli¬ 
fier,  which  operates  an  ordinary 
radio  speaker  to  reproduce  tlie 
music.  A  microphone  can  be  con¬ 
nected  in  place  of  the  phonograph 
to  transmit  voices '‘over  the  light 
beam,

Legislature  Reduces 

College  Building  Fund 

Missouri’s  legislature  quit  No¬ 
vember  30  after  making  appropria¬ 
tions  for  state  schools  and  colleges 
that  included  $800,000  for  toe 
Northwest  'Missouri  State  College, 
Maryville. 

This  total  included  $575,000  for 
additional  classroom  buildings  and 
$125,000  for  repairs  and  renewals 
This  was  $225,000  less  for  toe  class¬ 
room  building  and  $100,000  less  for 
repairs  than  had  been  requested  by 
the  College. 

In  commenting  on  the  legislative 
action,  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president, 
said,  “We'll  now  have  to  -wait  to 
see  what  the  governor  does.  You 
know  in  toe  past  toe  governor  has 
vetoed  building  funds  for  the  col¬ 
leges."

Incredulous  as  It  may  seem, 
members  of  the  College  faculty 
who  are  teaching  extension  courses 
throughout  Northwest  Missouri 
travel  28,000  miles  to  conduct  their 
classes.

Maryville,  Nodaway  County;  'Platte 
City,  Platte  County;  Princeton, 
Mercer  County;  Richmond,  Ray 
County;  SavannRh,  Andrew  Coun¬ 
ty;  Stanbcrry,  Gentry  County;  St. 
Joseph.  Buchanan  County;  and 
Trenton,  Grundy  County. 

Mr.  Gaylor  Goes  150  Miles 

Traveling  28,000  miles  during  the 
duration  of  their  35  extension 
classes  composed  of  288  students, 
would  certainly  put  a  strain  on  old 
-Dobbin  if  things  were  as  they  used 
to  be.  However,  the  15  faculty 
members  who  instruct  classes  nave 
all  the  modem  conveniences  which 
the  modern  education  of  modern 
people  requires. 

Having  to  travel  150  miles  to 
teach  his  class,  'Mr.  George  R.  Gay¬ 
lor  of  the  social  science  depart 
ment,  who  teaches  Social  Science 
lc  at  Richmond,  travels  the  longest 
distance  in  reaching,  his  classes. 
iMr.  Myron  P.  Rose  and  Mr.  Buford 
Garner  of  the  social  science  and 
business  departments  follow  closely, 
each  going  as  far  as  Chillicothe,  120 
miles  away.

I  talked  to 
him  for  about  an  hour  and  mentioned  that  I  would  soon  be  leav¬ 
ing  for  Christmus  vacation.  It  was  then  that  he  told  me  what 
his  conception  of  Christmas  meant  to  him.  To  him  everything 
was  an  Inward  reaction.  There  was  no  thought  of  rushing 
through  the  crowds  to  purchase  gifts,  nor  was  there  any  thought 
of  window  decorations  and  bright  lights. 

I  don’t  know  why,  but  I  had  never  thought  of  this  before.  I 
suppose  that,  like  everyone  else,  I  had  merely  taken  Christmas 
for  granted. 

■  I  never  knew  the  boy's  name,  nor  have' I  ever  seen  him  again, 
but  It  was  tlirough  his  inspiration  that  this  poem  was  written.

28  lead  after  six  minutes  in  the 
second  half. 

Husker  Bus  Whitehead,  the  main¬ 
stay  of  his  team  in  the  first  period, 
was  aided  by  good  shooting  of  his 
teammates  in  the  second  period. 

The  Bearcats  were  behind  23  to 
16  after  12  minutes  of  play  but  Pete 
Younger  and  Alan  Henningsen 
shriveled  Nebraska's  lead  to  three 
points  at  halftime  with  some  fancy 
shooting  on  both  field  goals  and  free 
throws. 

Fancy  Interceptions 

The  'Cats  had  earlier  kept  in  the 
game  with  Henningsen  connecting 
with  Kurby  Lyle’s  passing.  Lyle 
playing  good  ball  all  evening,  made 
Husker  eyebrows  raise  with  some 
fancy  interceptions  and  flashy  ball 
handling. 

Henningsen  left  the  game  on  fouls 
near  the  middle  of  the  second 
bracket  and  the  Bearcats'  offense 
was  further  hindered  by  a  tightened 
Husker  defense. 

One  of  the  chief  advantages  of 
the  Huskers  was  their  height,  which 
came  in  handy  not  only  in  getting 
rebounds  but  in  scoring  as  well.
